Regular Meeting

December 17, 1953
10:00 A.M.

Council Chamber, Clity Hall

The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.
Roll Call:

Present: Councilmen Long, Pearson, Thompson, White, Mayor McAden
Absent: None ‘

Present also: W. E. Sesholm, City Manager; W. T. Williams, Jr. ,City
Attorney; C. G. Levander, Director of Public Works.

Invocation was delivered by REVEREND C, REGINALD HARDY, Ward Memorial
Methodist Church. ‘

Councllman White xﬁoved that the Minutes of December 10th be approved.
The motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson, carried by the following vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Long, Pearson, Thompson, White, Mayor McAden
Noes: None

MR. JOHN BROAD, Chanber of Commerce, expressed the opinion of the Chasmber
of Commerce, that it would like to have included in a revenue bond issue the
construction of an Auditorium. MR. NOBLE PRENTICE called sttention to the
editorial, stating it expressed the need of an Auditorium in Austin, and asked
the Council to give very serious consideration to this proposal. Councilman
Long esked if he were aware of her proposal concerning a 10% increase in the
industrial rate on the electric utility, to help get the project golng, as it
was stated it would have to be subsidized. Mr. Prentice stated he could not
express an opinion for the Chamber of Commerce at this time, on thid proposal s
and pdinted out the benefits that conventions dbring to a eity. Councilman
Pearson expressed the hope that an Auditorium could be built within the next
two years. MR, FDDIE BROWN stated many cultural things had been turned down
that should come to Austin; and with an Auditorium these things could be brought
into Austin; an enormous amount of money would be brought into Austin and nmany
benefits would be realized. Councilman Long asked the Chamber of Commerce %o
consider her plen of putting 104 increase on the industrial users and let the
Council know how it felt. MR. BILL PAYNE, Sam Houston Motel, stated he would
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be willing to pay 10% increase, as they would get that back with one night's
rental, if an auvditorium could be secured for Austin,

MR. A. G. HAMILTON, 2704 West 497 Street, submitted a petition adking
the Council to order City officials to desist from their present plans of
congtructing an open type diteh from Bull Creek Road back of the property facing
West 493 Street to Finley Drive, as such a diteh would be dangerocus to children;
would cause the property which it adjoins to be washed away or flooded; would
cause property to diminish in value without any resulting benefits to the owners
would be an eye sore and create a publicnuisance; would be & meuwsee: to hedlih;
that a covered drainsge system would eldminate all objections and be more econo-
mical in maintemance. He said the situation was rreated by the opening up of
two subdivisions across the road on Bull Creek. Councilman White inquired as
to the depth and width. Mr. Hemilton stated it was 20' wide and 6! deep., Coun-
¢iiman Pearson had been out in the territory, and was familar with the situation
He asked if the property owners had agreed o pay the $3.88 to put the pipe in.
Mr. Hamilton was not in favor of this. The City Mansger outlined the whole
situation from the time the easements were secured. . He had submitted to the
group an alternative as had been the poliey of the Council for sltuations like
this on private property, that if they would ray for the pipe the City would pay
for the installation. This would require a 42" pipe, but the group would pay
on the basis of a 36"; that this was what had been done in parasllel cases.
CAPTATN KIEINHILDER submitted a statement that certain items had not been cone
sidered in the city’s estimate, such as moving 6 utility poles, that 4,000
cuble yards of earth would bave to be excavated and moved; that & road way would
bave to be dug in Finley Drive, since the machinery, bull dozers, ete., would
have to operate in the easement; telephone connections would have to be dlscon-
nected. The City Manager had gigures to present to the Couneil regarding the
estimate, stating all the points Mr. Kleinhilder had sugeested were considered
in the estimate. The Council decided to wait a week on this; and Councilman
Long moved that the City Manager be instructed to cease all operations until
this is decided. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the
following vote: ‘

MRS, WEAVER, 5227 ledesma, near Springdale Rosd, appeared adking that
the City provide water for this area. Their wells hag gone dry, or the water
was unfit. One lady hed seven families using water from her meter Just to
accomodate them. A report on the Ledesms ares was made on August 26th. The
City Manager read the report. Mrs. Weaver was asked to get the community to
come in and put up water deposits. It was explained that 16 houses could be
served; but if they were so spaced after thet so as to regquire the City %o go
300' to connect only two houses that could not be done. Councilman Pearson
asked Mrs. Weaver to get in touch with the Water Superintendent and see it
something satisfactory could be worked out.

MRS, MAXIRE LOMBARD, Travis County Voters lLeague » Interested in the
proposed budget, checked several requests to see if they were included. (1)
She asked about the Recreational facilities in East Austin, with particular
reference to Olive Street School and the old Anderson High Stadium. The City
Manager stated the City was trying to work out with the schools a transfer of
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property in comnection with moving of Down's Field, and he saw no specific
problems that would hinder the transfer, and the recreational program in this
respect. (2) She requested paving in the east part of town. She had on file
petitions for paving 160 blocks. . She reported bad drainage and flooding during
the last two rains. She inguixred how the paving of the streets were determined.
It was stated that the Council determined the streets to be included in a paving
progranm based on the petitions on file. Councilman Thompson suggested devising
a formula that would be based on population, traffic flow, use of streets, and
the amount of taxes coming in from a particular srea. Mrs. Lombard had all the
petitions on file in her possession. She wahedsked o file them with the Public
Works Department. She was interested mostly in the paving of East 19th, East
11th to Alrport Blvd. It was explained East 19th was under contract by the
Highway Department. Paving of the other streets depended upon receiving the
petitions.

MR, SAM WINTERS, representing the Banks filed the following written
appeal with the City Council asking it to review and adjust. valuatione placed
upon the shares of stock for tax purposes:

TAustin, Texas
: December 16, 1953
"To The Honorable Mayor and Countil
of the City of Austin:

"The undersigned, constituting all of the banks, Stete and National,
within the corporate limits of the City, respectfully file this appeal to the
Council for & review and adjustment of the diseriminatory valuations placed
upon their respective shares of stock for munlcipal tax purposes.

"The delay in the presentation of this obvious injustice to the Council
for amelioration has been occasioned by the fact that until late this fall it
wag generally understood that the Clty would adopt one hundred percent ag the
basis for all taxable values. It thereafter developed that time dild not permit
such complete reappraisal for the 1953 tax rolls and such reappraisal was
abandoned as to all forms of property appesring on such rolls - bank shares
only excepted.

"When 1t became apparent that no other form of taxable property would
receive the one hundred per cent treatment, on November 17, officers of the
five banks held an extended conference with the appropriate city officials
in an effort to reach some mutuslly satisfactory solution. Thereafter, on
December 11, the banks were advised that the matter was one to be dealt with
by the City Council only.

"The situation requiring the remedial interposition of the authority
of the Council is simply this: The valuation of bank shares for tax purposes
commences at one hundred per cent; the valuation of all other property, real
or personal, on the tax rolls begins at not more than seventy per cent. Such
substantial and unwarranted diserimination is in direct conflict with the
constitutional mandate that "taxstion shall be equal and uniform.”

"That this peculiar and unique inequity bes not been sconer cured may
possibly be accounted for by the fact that not wuntil very recently have the

banks so inereased thelr capital accounts (the basis of valuations) that the
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payment of municipal tamtionr has become burdensome.

"Whatever may have bgen the origin of the practice, the records in the
office of the City Tax Assessor dlsclose that not only for the year 1953 but
for meny years prior thereto, there has been a continous diseriminatory valua-
tion of the shares of local banke at a greater percentage of their true value
than any other form of taxable property. '

"The banks ask no greater right or privilege and are entitled to no
more consideration than any other taxpayers. On the other hand, they are
entitled to receive the seme falr and just treatment accorded all other tax~
payers - freedom from arbitrary assessment and freedom from discrimination -
the application to them of the same uniform basis of valuation spplied to all
others.

"We are confident that this Council, being made aware for the first
time of the undisputed facts, will hasten to correct this gross discrimination
and grant the relief requested.

AREA ANNEXED TO THE CITY OF AUSTIN ON DECEMBER
20, 1951; ORDERING A CHANGE IN THE USE AND
HEIGHT AND AREA MAPS SO AS TO RECORD SUCH DIS-
TRICTS, ; AND SUSPENDING THE RULE REQUIRING THE

MR. HERBERT SMART, and MR. CARL STAUTZ appeared again in behalf of a
special permit to permit a Car Parking Facility, 100 Block of East 9th Street,
The matter of increasing the fire insurance premiums of adjacent Pproperty owners
was s1ill under consideration. The City Manager had further checking he wanted
to do before he made a recommendation to the Council. The Council toock no
action at this time, and suggested that Mr. Smart and Mr. Stautz get with the
City Manager and work out some conditions under which a special permit might
be granted.

Councilman Thompson suggested that the Council, since it had a hearing
on the budget, meet to discuss the budget further together. The Mayor celled a
meeting for this purpose for 10:00 A.M., Tuesday, Deceuber 22nd. Councilmwan
Thompson suggested that the Department Heads be present.
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Councilman Thompson offered the following resolution and moved its
adoption:

Street and locally known as 901 West Gibson Street, which property is located

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in
the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore '

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas malns in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in VALDEZ STREET, from a point 401
feet north of Felix Avenue, northerly 109 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 5.5 feet east
of and parallel to the west property line of saia
VALDEX STREET,

Sald gas main described above shall have & cover of
not less than 24 feet.

(2) A gas main in ROSEWOOD AVENUE, from a point T4
feet east of Walnut Street, easterly 103 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet north
of and paraliel to the south property line of said
BOSEWOOD AVENUE,
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Said gas main described ebove shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

(3) A gas main in RAMOS STREET, from Prado Street to
Garwood Street, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 6.5 feet west of and perallel to the east property
line of sald RAMOS STREET,

Séid. gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet.

(k) A ges main in GARWOOD STREET, from a point 12 feet
east of Pleasant Valley Road, easterly 1160 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said GARWOOD
STREET,

Said gas main desci'ibed above shall have a cover of not
less than 2} feet.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground udilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimm depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
‘greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon ,
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground wtility damaged during the construction of lines named in
this reaolution.

"AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mst be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under &ll the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchi-
ses granted to sald company by the City of Austin.

" THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the property
situated on the west side of South Congress Avenue as a private gasoline plant,
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which property is owned by Archie C. Fitzgerald and designated as the Charles
Blackyell Tract in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes
the said Archie . Fitzgerald to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of
& 550-gallon underground tank and pump for the sole purpose of servicing thedr
own motor eguipment and from which no gasoline 14 to be gold subject to the same
being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto, and
further subject to the foregoing atitached recommendations; and the Buildlng
Inspector is hereby authorized to lssue an oceupaney permit for the operation

of this private gasoline plant after full complience with all the provisions of
this resolution, and said permission shall be held to be granted, and accepted
subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and Buture regulations
and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, 1n the enforcement of the proper
police, traffic and fire pegulations; and the right of revocation is retained if,
after hearing, it #s found by the City Council that the said Archie C. Fitz-
gereld hed failed and refused and will continue to fail and refuse to perform
any such conditions, veguletions and ordinances.

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Archie C. Fitzgerald for
permission to operste a private gasoline plant coneisting of a 550 gellon under-
ground tank and pump for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment
and from which no gasoline is to be sold, upon property located on the west

side of South Congress Avenue, which property is designated as the Charles
Blackwell Tract in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known,
as 4632 South Congress Avenue.

"mMhis property is located in an "A" Residential District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

“(1). That the gesoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all tanks and
pumps shall be installed in compliance with the ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline,

"(2). That all tenks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading or
receiving gasoline or bther supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street or alley.

*(3). That "NO SMOKING" signs shell at all times be prominently displayed and
no person shall be permitted to smoke or the premises vhere gasoline is handled
or stored.

"(}). That all fees shall be paid and & permit secured from the Building
Inspector's Office hefore any installation work is started and that no equipment
shall be placed in operation until afier final inspection and approval of same.

. Travis County, Texas, durlng the alteration of the building, suchn space to be
used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinsbove emumerated be granted to said
Moore Construction Company, the boundary of which is describved as follows:

Sidewalk Workinﬁ_i_%_gace

Beginning at a point on the west property line
approximately 50 feet north of the southeast cormer of
the property; thence in an easterly direction and at right
angles to the centerline of Colorado Street to a point
four feet west of the west curdb line; thence in a north-
erly direction and parallel with the centerline of Colorado
Street approximately 30 feet to a point; thence in a west-
erly direction and at right angles to the centerline of
Colorado Street to the west lire of the above described

property.

2. TEAT the sbove privileges and allotment of space are grented to
the said Moore Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor”, upon
the following express terms and conditioms:

(1). That the Contractor shall comstruct a guard rail within the
boundary lines of the above described wpace, such guard rail to be at least
four feet high and substantially braced and anchored.

(2). That "NO PARKING" signs shgll be placed on the street side of the
barricedes. ' ‘

{3) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(4). That the provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all
storm waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any
damage done due to obstruction of suny such storm water.

(5). That the Contractor shall place on the outside cormers of any
walkway, barricades or cbstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tumnels,
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(6). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, lbose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street lmmediately after
the necessity for their existence on sald sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than Decenber 21, 1953.

(7). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time ang and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additionel barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(8). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces hereingranted shall not be
exclusive as against publlic needs, and the City, in meking such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with 1lts
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(9). That any publie utility, oxr public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor
City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tor's expense.

(10). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin & surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to
any person or property that may acerue to or be brought by eny person by reason
of the exercise of abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City
of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupency of the space.

WHEREAS, bids were recelved by the City of Austin on December 15, 1953,
for Unclassified Excavation on various streets in the City of Austin, Texas; and,

WHEREAS, the bid of Reymond Canion in the sum of $5,376.60 was the
lowest and best bid therefor, and the acceptance of such bid has been recommended
by the Director of Public Works of the City of Austin, and by the City Manager;
Now, Therefore,
